Previously he had been mute, a 
factor blamed on some psycho- 
logical quirk. 
Neighbors of the Pierces collect- 


ed a sizable purse of money for the 
family in order to aid them in the 
expensive search for a cure. 


But Carl died Saturday of a kid- 


ney ailment—an ailment that was 
attributed to leukemia. It came 
rather unexpected, though, since 
he was showing improvement.

Reds Threaten Success 


' * 
Of Korean Peace Talks 
Neutral Nation Problem 
Again Raised by Commies 


PANMUNJOM—MB—The Communists today raised an immediate 


threat to the success of preliminary Korean peace talks at their opening 
session by demanding the admission of neutral nations to the big talks— 
a proposal opposed by the United States. 


Despite the ominous first day of 


the preliminary talks, Arthur Dean, 
the U. S. ambassador representing 
the U.N., expressed hope that an 
agreement could be hammered 
out and "a political conference will 
be held." 


Agenda Dispute 


• Dean and the Communists 
ran 


together head on over an agenda 
for the preliminary talks. The 
Reds insisted on discussing corn- 
position of the political conference 
as the first item on the agenda 
for this meeting. 


Dean has no authority to nego- 


tiate the makeup of the pollcital 
conference. He can discuss only 
administrative matters, time and 
place. 


The preliminary talks lasted one 


hour and 15 minutes. The nego- 
tiators meet again Tuesday. 


The Reds were represented by 


Huang Hua, counsellor of the Chi- 
nese Communist Foregin 
Affairs 


Ministry, and Ki Sok Bok, who 
holds the same position in North 
Korea. 


Prepared Statement 


The North Korean hastily opened 


the meeting with a prepared state- 
ment demanding the admission of 
neutrals — particularly Asian neu- 
trals—to the political conference. 
The Chinese representative immed- 
iately echoed the arguments. 


Dean merely noted the Red 


statements and in answer proposed 
that the conference get started 
Nov. 23. He ;proposed an agenda 
listing time and place as the first 
order Of business in the prelimi- 
nary talks. 


Newsmen were allowed to watch 


much of the first session and the 
impression 
was voiced that al- 


though the North Koreans were do- 
ing most of the talking, the Chi- 
nese Communists were again run- 
ning the show, as they did in the 
long armistice discussions at Pan- 
munjom. 


After the meeting Dean said he 


would not agree' "to-composition 
being the first item discussed." 


He told newsmen he was not 


surprised that the Reds brought 
the matter up immediately. 
He 


said of the meeting "in general: 


"Most of the discussion was the 


usual broken record of Communist 
harangue we are accustomed to 
listen to for hours on end in the 
United Nations." 


"Our position is precisely what 


it was before we started," he said.

WASHINGTON Mt—Secretary of 


Apiculture Benson today told a 
caravan of cattlemen, seeking gov- 
ernment supports (or cattle prices, 
that he has an "open mind." But 
He said a support program would 
raise tremendous obstacles. 


Benson drew a burst of applause 


from the 350 cattlemen from 30 
states when he said he would con- 
sider the facts supporting their re- 
quest for price supports on cattle. 


But only a handful of cattlemen 


applauded when the agriculture 
secretary said that so far he is In- 
clined to believe that an indirect 
program, such as Is already under 
way, is the more practical and 
feasible policy of supporting cattle 
prices. 


Indirect* Supports 


The government is now buying 


meat for school lunch and other 
programs in indirect support of the 
market. 


Benson cited past efforts to put 


rigid government support 'prices 
under perishable jt,oods. He said a 
program was a "dismal failure" 
when it was tried for hogs, and a 
"fiasco" when applied to potatoes. 


"I don't say it's not possible for 


cattle." he added, "but It would-be 
a terrible thing if we got into thia 
program' and found ' it wouldn't 
work."

Organize Caravan 


Chartered buses and private cars 


brought most of the cattlemen to 
the capital In a "caravan" sponsor- 
ed by the National Farmers Union. 
They arranged to organize thla 
morning, after a welcoming, talk 
by James G. Patton. president of 
the farm organization. 


Benson had sought in vain to 


have Patton call off the mass trip. 


During a two-day stay here, the 


cattlemen hoped to draw up rec- 
ommendations both for emergency 
aid to distressed producers__ and for 
a longer range program of govern- 
ment action. They also advocate 
further drought assistance. 


The cattlemen also arranged to 


buttonhole members of congress 
who were in the city. 


This was just a most immediate 


problem facing Benson, subject of 
increasing criticism from 
many 


Democrats and a few Republican 
congressmen. 


President Eisenhower, who de- 


fended his agriculture secretary at 
last.week's news conference, took 
the somewhat unusual step Satur- 
day of Issuing a statement of con- 
fidence. Eisenhower said his ad- 
ministration will come up with a 
farm 
program 
which 
will help 


farmers "secure their fair share" 
of the nation's income and work 
for the good of the whole economy.

• Last week. Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey made 


a speech, to Republican party fund raisers in San Francisco, 
that echoed both the administration's budget hope and frus- 
tration.

Humphrey's speech mirrored the hope that an adequate 


defense need not cost as much as it has, that perhaps big 
savings can be made by tuning the defense establishment to 
tomorrow's weapons and stratcgv.

'Violent threat* against domestic peace and security have b«m 


expressed openly by Dave Beck and Paul Hall, direct-actlonisU of the 
union racket, in recent days. Moreover, in two cases, powerful unions 
have brazenly expressed favor to repulsive criminals and sent them 
cash gifts. 


The taxi-driver who chanced to turn up the murderers of Bobby 


Greenlease, in St. Louis, was engaged in the commission of a crime 
when his suspicions were aroused. According to the 
routine, unchallenged published versions of events, 
he procured a prostitute for Carl Hall, the murderer. 
After consorting with her and Hall for some time. 
the hackman reported to a Cop that Hall was throw 
ng money around. Now it is true that a pig may 
turn up truffles but nobody ever has thought of 
adorning a pig with a diamond collar for that. 


But hard upon the arrest of Hall and his boozy 


female partner in crime, announcement was made 
that Dave Beck, the president of the Teamsters. 
personally had given a reward of $500 to the con- 
>ssed procurer and that the St. Louis Joint Council of Teamsters had 
given him $500 more. The announcement of the gift by the St. Louis 
joint council said the head of this group was shown in New York "help- 
ing fight the waterfront mobs." This means that the Teamsters' Union is 
trying to seize control of the New York docks and shipping from Joe 
Ryan's International Longshoremen's association. Ryan has been re* 
pudiated by the AF of L and has lost his charter but is fighting back

and there has been wita violence 
along the waterfront, necessitating 
the diversion of much of the insuf- 
ficient police force to riot duty. 


Beck is no better than Ryan. And 


George Meany. the president of the 
AF of L, who had the gall to peer 
down his nose at Ryan, was one of 
those who called on Joe Fay. a 
spectacular friend and close asso- 
ciate of Fay and he tried to get 
him out of prison. 


Beck also expressed sympathy 


for Fay in a speech at the National 
Press Club in Washington a few 
days ago, insisting that Fay had 
been "victimized" by the corrupt 
politicians and corrupt unioneers 
who called on him in Sing Sing and 
signed petitions for a pardon. Beck 
held that there was nothing wrong 


with sending letters to a parole 


board" on behalf of this traitor to 
"labor" and he hedged on the 
question whether he, himself, had 
asked that Fay be pardoned. Ryan 
has never been convicted of any- 
thing and he is just as clean as 
Meany and Beck. 


In this speech, Beck expressed 


his open threat of violence as fol- 
lows: "It is a dangerous job clean- 
ing up the New York waterfront. 
Men may be killed trying to do it. 
The American labor movement at 
times is a real tough game. Don't 
tell me that a labor movement of 
16 million workers can't develop a 
political machine." 


This threat with implications o£ 


killing was consistent with a warn- 
ing by Paul Hall published on Sept. 
27, apropos the same warfare for 
control of the waterfront. Hall, as 
secretary-treasurer of the 
Sea- 


men's International Union of the 
AF of L, was quoted as follows: 
"If we can swing a bat to help 
you, 
we'll swing it." He was ad- 


dressing the anti-Ryan forces. 


Two days later the police arrest- 


ed a man riding a sound truck in 
the dock region who was described 
as a member of Hall's union and 
confiscated two big armloads of 
actual ball-bats and clubs. 


Many of the longshoremen are 


loyal to their old union, if not to 
Ryan, personally, who, incidental- 
ly, has some loyal followers in 
spite of his bad publicity. Beck's 
reputation offers these men no 
assurance of anything better and 
nobody invited him to "clean up 
the New York waterfront." He 
hasn't cleaned up his own Team- 
sters' and the wild criminal reign 
imposed in the Kansas City area 
by Beck's local subordinates, now 
under 
indictment, 
augurs even 


worse conditions on the waterfront 
should Beck take over. 


The other convicted criminal who 


got a cash gift as reported in the 
El Paso Herald-Post on Aug. 21, is 
Joe Campos, recording secretary 
of Bayard, N. M., local of the Mine, 
Mill and Smelter Workers, former- 
ly CIO but now independent. Cam- 
pos was convicted of rape and sent 
to prison at Santa Fe. It was not 
represented that he incurred this 
penalty in the performance of any 
official duty. A committee of two 
brothers was delegated to deliver 
the $50 to brother Campos by hand. 
The directing genius of this union 
is Nathan Witt, one of Felix Frank- 
furter's proteges, who was planted 
in the National Labor Relations 
board when it was first constituted. 


Lee Pressman, another Communist 
protege of the Frankfurter net- 
work, testified that Witt was a 
Communist. 


Paul Hall, of the Seamen's In- 


ternational, maintains a hiring hall 
for thugs for not duty in the hire 
o£ other unions. 


Beck's publicity also revealed & 


new design to create an intricate 
network of personal espionage all 
over the United States through the 
agency of members of the Team- 
sters' 
union who deliver milk, 


laundry, groceries and other house- 
hold stuff. It was given out that 
Beck mailed to locals in 13 states 
a folder containing the missing 
Greenlease child's picture ahd a 
description of the woman who had 
snatched him, with instructions to 
drivers to spy on their customers 
noting "any suspicious increase" 
in milk consumption and to Hack- 
men to scrutinize their fares. The 
menace of such a system of spies 
to unsuspecting citizens need not 
be spelled out, although many 
drivers of course would not obey. 
There v/as no mention whatever 
in the union's publicity of the facts 
that the man who got the $1,000 
actually got it for disclosures inci- 
dental to a criminal act condemned 
by all decent men nor of his previ- 
ous criminal record 
which, in 


many jurisdiction, would disqualify 
him for a license to drive a cab.

Alabama Challenges Law 
In Supreme Court Appeal 


WASHINGTON WV—The Supreme 


Court today directed four states 
and federal officials to reply in 
40 days 
to a move by Alabama 


challenging constitutionality of the 
1953 Submerged Lands Act. 


The act given coastal states the 


right to oil developments on sub- 
merged lands along their borders. 


Alabama 
asked 
the 
Supreme 


Court for permission to file suit 
against Texas, Louisiana, Califor- 
nia and Florida, as well as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Humphrey, 
secretary of the Interior McKay 
and Mrs. Ivy Baker Priest, treas- 
urer of the United States. 
The 


three officials are concerned with 
administration of the submerged 
lands and 
of funds 
impounded 


from oil. developments on them. 


Chief Justice Warren took no 


part in today's order. 


After the replies are 
received, 


the high court will decide whether 
to let Alabama file its suit. 


The Constitution gives the Su- 


preme Court authority to decide 
disputes between states and be- 
tween states and the federal gov- 
ernment. 


In addition to challenging validi- 


ty of the 1953 act, Alabama dis- 
puted claims of Texas, Louisiana 
and Florida to the area between 
3 and 10 miles from their shores. 
Alabama said these states had no 
right to demand licenses from Al- 
ba ma fishermen and to discrim- 
inate against such fishermen or 
exclude them from the area be- 
yond three miles at sea. 


Among other actions before re- 


cessing until Nov. 9, the Supreme 
Court agreed to rule whether tes- 
timony taken by the Senate Crime 
Investigating Committee was used 
improperly in the trial of William 
Adams, a Baltimore resident con- 
victed of violating the Maryland 
lottery laws. 


Adams, sentenced in May 1952 


to seven years' imprisonment and 
a $2.000 fine, contended testimony 
he gave the Senate committee in 
July 1951 should have been ex- 
cluded at his trial in Baltimore 
criminal court.

Dickenson held a news confer- 


ence at Tokyo Army Hospital to 
explain why he had stayed behind 
—and why he asked the Indians 
to let him come home. 
. , 


Dickenson said he never be- 


lieved in communism, though the 
other Americans in Prison Camp 
5 at Pyoktong, North Korea, con- 
ildered him a "progressive" who 
cooperated with the Chinese Reds. 


He said he wanted to learn all 


he could about the Communists so 
he could "get revenge for what 
they did to me and my buddies." 


"I just though I would play 


along with them and get even with 
them. I didn't intend to go to 
China," he s.aid. 


Plans Expose 


"I am going to expose every- 


thing about the Communists. 
have no use for them. I am going 
to do everything I can to avenge 
the death of my buddies in prison 
camp.. . .
